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Gentlemen, 

I beg  to  submit  my  Annual  Report  for  the  year  1 925. 

1.  General  Statistics.  Area  (acres)  4980.  Population  1921,  5674.  Average  number  of 
persons  per  inhabited  building  4.19.  Total  number  of  families  or  separate  occupiers  1343. 

2.  Extracts  from  Vital  Statistics.  The  Registrar  General  estimates  the  population  at  5650. 

Births.  During  1925  there  were  93  registered  (51  males  and  42  females)  compared  with 
108  last  year.  Legitimate  82  and  illegitimate  11.  The  birth-rate  was  16.46  per  1000.  Last 
year  the  birth-rate  was  18.73  per  1000.  In  1922  the  birth-rate  was  19.09  per  1000.  For  England 
and  Wales  the  birth-rate  was  18.3  per  1000  total  population. 


Deaths.  There  were  72  deaths  during  the  year,  41  males  and  31  females,  compared  with  81 
for  last  year.  The  death-i’ate  per  1000  was  12.90.  Last  year  the  death-rate  was  14.3  per  1000 
and  for  1923,  15.3  per  1000.  For  England  and  Wales  the  death-rate  was  12.2  per  1000.  Death 
of  infants  under  1 year  was  6.  (Illegitimate  3.)  The  death-rate  of  infants  under  1 year  was 
64.15.  For  England  and  Wales  the  death-rate  of  infants  under  1 year  was  75  per  1000  births.

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4.  Causes  of  Sickness.  Infection. 


5.  Nursing  Arrangements.  None  for  profesBional  Nareinf.  No  midwivei  are 
employed.  There  are  two  certified  midwives  practising  in  the  Town. 

Maternity  and  Child  Welfare.  There  is  a Welfare  home  in  Driffield  with  a few  beds  for  lying- 
in  eases,  and  a resident  Health  Visitor  qualified  to  attend  confinements. 

School  Clinics.  Two  Medical  Officers  visit  the  Schools  regularly. 

Tuberculosis  Clinics.  There  are  none. 

Venereal  Diseases.  Treated  in  Hull  Royal  Infirmary  and  the  York  County  Hospital. 

Hospitals.  There  is  an  Isolation  Hospital  for  Infectious  Diseases  in  Driffield  open  to  the 
East  Riding. 

Tuberculous  cases  are  treated  at  Raywell  Sanatorium  belonging  to  the  County  Council,  which  is 
open  to  the  East  Riding  generally. 

Smallpox.  The  County  Council  has  a Smallpox  hospital  at  Shipton  for  the  whole  district. 

A Motor  Ambulance  is  kept  at  Driffield  for  Infectious  diseases. 

Laboratory  Work.  All  cases  sent  to  the  Clinical  Research  Association,  London,  through 
the  Local  and  County  Councils.
